Amid a bedlam of enthusiasm not 
witnessed in Atlanta since the stormy 
days of free silver and gold standard 
fights, Franklin D. Roosevelt, dis- 
tinguished democratic leader of New 
York and Georgia, fired the opening 
gun in the statewide fight in support 
of Governor Al Smith for president 
at the auditorium Wednesday night 
before a monster crowd that packed 
the vast building to irs very eaves 
and overflowed into the lobbies, and 
which frequently burst into storms of 
cheers that rocked the walls of the 
building and lasted several minutes. 

Mr. Roosevelt, the principal speak- 
er; Robert C. Alston, chairman; Reu- 
ben R. Arnold, introductory speaker, 
and former Governor Thomas W. 
Hardwick, called on by the crowd as 
an added attraction, each speaking 
along different lines, stirred “the huge 
crowd to a white heat of enthusiasm 
and evoked applause which made the 
very rafters ring. It avas an epochal 
meeting of the present democratic 
campaign in Georgia and one that was 
attended by delegations from nearly 
every county in the state. Governor 
L.. G. Hardman escorted Mr. Roosevelt 
to the stage and sat beside him dur- 
ing the speeches. _ 

Anti-Smithites Scored. 

Led by Mr. Roosevelt, the speakers 
flayed without mercy the forces with- 
in the party who are opposing the 
nominee. They scored “political par- 


sons” and Mr. Roosevelt particulariv 
singled out Senator Tom Heflin, of 
Alabama; former Congressman W. D. 
Upshaw, of Georgia; Dr. John Roach 
Straton, pastor of Calvary Baptist 
church, New York, and Mrs. Mable 


' Walker Willebrandt, assistant attor- 


ney general, and each thrust apparent- 
ly pleased the vast crowd as the cheers 
came in spontaneous roars of ap- 
proval, 

_It was like the old-time days in Geor- 
git when political campaigns inflamed 
the enthusiasm of virtually the entire 
population. The colorful crowd was 
boisterous and militant. The band 
played “East Side, West Side” and 
the crowds shouted in mighty sym- 
phonies of applause. The band played 
“Dixie” and the crowd almost tore 
the roof off the house. Old Confed- 
erate veterans tottered to their feet

Contemporary newspaper reports 
appear to confirm the fact that Her- 
bert Hoover, as well as every other 
member of the cabinet, attended this 
particular meeting and that the dis- 
cussion of. Fall’s trip and the policy 
of leasing the oil reserves occupied 
substantially the entire session. 

The date of October 18, 1921, as the 
day on which the policy of leasing 
these reserves was considered by the 
Harding cabinet, is fixed by the of- 
ficial minutes of the navy council, 
which consists of the secretary of the 
navy and the bureau chiefs. The 
proposition outlined by Secretary Fall, 
who had been placed in charge of the 
reserves six months before by an ille- 
gal executive order, included not only 
the leasing of the reserves to private 
interests but also the exchanging ot 
the rovalty oil for the construction 
of tanks at seaboard. The following 
extracts from the minutes of that 
date sbow that it was discussed by 
the cabinet and that the question of 
legality was st Jeast in doubt. 

Extracts From Minutes. 


“Admiral Robison told of assurance | 


by the interior department that they 
would turn over their fuel oil or re- 
serye oil at such points as we. de- 
sire and that a list of places where 
we would like to have it has been 
furnished. 

“The secretary (Denby) stated the 
matter had been discussed at cabinet

Fall's Scheme. 


Albert B. Fall, then secretary of 
the interior, who was handling the | 
leasing of the oil reserves, had just | 
returned from his western trip dur- | 
ing which he had visited the Cali- 
fornia reserves. ‘These great reserves, 
created by the joint action of three 
presidents, Roosevelt, Taft and Wil- 
son, were intended to be held intact 
until the navy in time of great na- 
tional emergency urgently needed 
these oil supplies. But Fall, itching 
to enrich himself, was in a hurry to 
lease them to oil operators from whom 
he later secured in cash and securi- 
ties at least $390,000. | 

While on this western trip Fall 
had inspected the properties adjoin- 
ing his New Mexico ranch and 
planned to buy them. The acquisi- 
tion of this Jand, as Doheny testified, 
was with Fall “a hope amounting to 
an obsession.”

In order to com- 
plicate the situation thoroughly at the 
outset let us here define the three va- 
rieties indigenous in America! 

1. Ground itch, toe, itch, dew. itch, 
hookworm dermatitis, the form of toe 
its produced by the invasion of the 
skin of the feet by the larvae of hook- 
worms, prevalent in the polluted soil 
of many of the more primitive south- 
ern regions and sometimes encopntered 
in northern states. The penetration 
of the soft skin 
the larvae, and the bacteria they carry 


'with them, produces an inflammation | 


of the skin (dermatiti) with vesicles, 
and pustules, 
swelling, and violent itching. This 
‘lasts six or eight weeks. This type 
of toe itch represents the first stage 
of hookworm disease in the majority of 
cases; though the larvae may be taken 


' into the body i: polluted food or drink | 


j or from unclean fingers in some cases. 
|The moral is, never go barefoot in 
‘hookworm country. 
' 2. The second type of toe itch is 
I receive many more complaints abot 
it now than former years. This 
is a kind of ringworm of the skin of 
the feet, particularly the soft skin be- 
'tween the toes, and the parasite is 
readily spread from one person to an- 
other in or about swimming pools, ihe 
gymnasium floor, the bathhouse mats 
or W herever people walk about bare- 
| foot, The tricophyton or parasite is 
| carried in »~articles of skin from one 
foot to the next foot that treads the 
spot. In this ringworm infestation of 
the skin the main characteristics are 
peeling of skin, little blisters’or pap- 
ules, and constant itching, especially 
between the toes. Again the moral 
is, wear your boots when you patronize 
a swimming pool or gymnasium or vri- 
(ental bath joirt. 

| 3. Being at the moment without any 
| kind of toe itch I can say without 
| prejudice that you now know the worst 
and the worse But the third and 
‘last kind is bad, I do admit, though 
'that is all I admit. This third \.uriety 
lis a wee big vague—I am not at all 
| sure it exists, but testify to my best 
| knowledge or belief. It is, like the 
_ other two kinds, mainly a ’tween toes 
affair. It is invariably associated 
t with excessive sweating and macera- 
| tion of the skin. Sometimes there is 
'a crop of little blisters. It is ustal- 
| ly accompanied by more or less crack- 
ing of the skin and some peeling. There 
is no ~*ticeable swelling and little if 
any pustule or papule formation. But, 
oh, girls, how it can itch when one 
is unable to get at it! The cause 
of this variety of toe itch--well, wh7 
bring that up? The moral, however, 
| is more satisfactory, at least to my 
mind. Always go barefoot when you 
get the chance. For the excessive 
sweating of the feet is generally if 
not invariably due to footwear. 

That disposes of the subject of toe 
itch, except for the trifling question 
of a remedy. I am going to be un- 
scientific but kind, you must concede, 
and give one remedy for all three forms 
'of toe itch, The remedy is known as

{ As an instarce of the lavish way in 
| which these resources were turned 
over to private interests, Smith de- 
‘ seribes one grant which provided that 
tbe quantity of water to be taken was 
that which would pass threugh an 
opening 200 feet wide by about 14 
feet deep. And for this there was 
substantially no return or recompense 
to the state. Smith, outraged by this 
selfish exploitation, determined to en- 
list as one of the protectors of the 
natural resources owned by the people 
of New York. He -was, therefore, 
one of the pioneers in this field which 
has now become a great national is- 
sue, 


For Public Ownesrship. 

During his first administration as 
governor he declared himself unequiv- 
oeally for public ownership and public 
control and vigorously opposed the at- 
tempts of the republican legislature to 
lease the state's power sites to private 
corporations. At this time, however, 
he had not yet worked out a definite 
constructive plan for state develop- 
ment-and therefore refrained from 
making positive recommendations, 

In 1921, when Smith was defeated 
for reelection, his successor, Governor 
Nathan LL. Miller, appointed him one 
of the commissioners of the port au- 
thority, charged with the development 
of New York harbor. 
post carried nc compensation, Smith 
plunged into its work with enthusi- 
asm. Under the law creating it the 
port authority is authorized to issue 
| bonds exempt from state taxation to 
| pay the cost of the great publie im- 

provements, such as bridges, tunnels 
docks,. necessary to make New 
'Yark harbor a_ thoroughly modern 
port. Interest in these bonds and a 
sinking fund to retire them are pro- 


and 


these facilities. 

In this port authority plan Smith 
found the solution for the great prac- 
tical problem of financing the dams 
and power houses necessary for the 
full development of New York’s water 
power resources. By this method the 
money necessary could be borrowed at 

very low rate of interest, say —_ 
per cent, without impairing the states 
credit or imposing any burden upon 
‘the taxpayers. The cost of this cap- 
‘ital could be paid for out of the sale 
of the electric power either to private 
| corporations 0: municipalities, 

Message to Legislature. 

As soon as Smith returned to power 
at Albany he sent the legislature a 
message advocating the creation by 
law of the state water power author- 
ity having ne stockholders, deriving 
its powers from the state and having 
placed upon it the duty to take over 
develop the states power 


and 


}approval. This publie 
would be given the power 
bonds for sale to private 
which would be exempt from state tax- 
ation and would be secured from the 
revenues derived from he improve- 
ments when made. “In this way,” 
Smith declared, “the valuable fran- 
chise which the state itself would own 
would be capitalized, net in the inter- 
est of private stockholders but in the 
interest of the public.” 

The great advantage of this plan, 
Governor Smith urged, lies in the 
‘great saving in the cost of the neces- 
sary capital. The power authority, he 
insists, can borrow around + per cent 
where it would cost a private company 
in the neighborhood of 7 per cent with 
perhaps a stock bonus to stimulate the

Among the private interests which 
have been fighting for nearly a gen- 
‘eration to get control of New York's 
power resources the most powerful 
and persistent is the aluminum trust, 
controlled by the Mellon interests. For

Hoover Is Against 

Public Ownership 
And Stand Is Clear

Washington, September 26.—There 
is no doubt where Herbert Hoover 
stands on one of the great economic 
issues of today—ownership and con- 
trol of electric power developed from 


the nation’s great water power re- 
sources. 

He is against public ownership of 
hydro-electric plants—except as an in- 
cident to flood control or navigation. 

He is aginst publie operation and 
distribution of power under substan- 
tially all conditions. 

He is for state regulation of elec- 
tric publie utilities and against fed- 
eral regulation even in the case of in- 
terstate transmission of power. 

He believes, or did believe prior 
to the recent federal trade commission 
revelations, that the new generation 
of public utility executives “has firmly 
grasped its responsibility to the pub- 
lic’ and that “there has been a gen- 
uine growth of business conscience and 
service far more precious than any 
amount of legislation.” 

“It is my own view,’ 
Columbia River Basin, League on Au- 
gust 21, 1926, “that the federal gov- 
ernment should not go into the busi- 
ness of either generating or distribut- 
ing electric power. There may be 
some special cases, but our general 
policy should be against it. Where 
power is a by-product of dams. for 
other major public purposes such as 
navigation, ete., then the federal gov- 
ernment should lease the power rights 
so as to recover as much or the whole 
of its total investment as may be, 
Where the development is for power 
only, then it should be leased under 
rrovisions of the federal water power 
act which amply provide for control 
by the government.” 

It true that Secretary Hoover 
did indorse the Swing-Johnson bill 
providing for construction of Boulder 
Dam on the Colorado river, but this 
measure provided for government de- 
velopment and sale of power only in 
case it proved impossiblé to lease to 
private interests. 

Views or Muscle Shoals. 

With reference to Muscle Shoals he 
said in testifying before the house 
committee on appropriations: 

“I am in favor of the development 
of Musele Shoals for making nitrates. 
I would like tosee Mr. Ford doit, if 
that will suit anybody. I do not know 
whether Mr. Ford's terms are the terms 
that congress crght to adopt. I could 
not speak as to that but I would like 
to see anybody who has the’ capital 
take Musele Shoals and turn nitrates 
out of it tomorrow.” 

State regulation of publie utilities 
appears, in Secretary Hoover's opin- 
ion, to be sufficient to protect the pub- 
lic from. possible abuses. In his 
speech on “Why the Public Interest 
Requires State Rather Than Federal 
Regulation of Electrie Utilities” on 
October 14, 1925, he said, in denying 
the existence of a “power trust :” 

% am perfectly confident that 
American states are not going to sur- 
render their rights and their freedom 
to any ‘trust’ or ‘trusts.’ The Amer- 
ican people have not forgotten how: to 
take care of themselves, 

“A good deal of apprehension in the 
publie mind has risen from the era 
of railway exploitation of a generation 
ago, for fear that this may be repeat- 
el in the transformation of the elec- 
trical industry. All of this ignores 
the fact that regulation of public 
utilities by our states has grown up 
since that particular horse was stolen, 
but the barn door has been shut on 
our electrical utilities by regulation 
from the day they were bern.” 

State Commission Power. 

Asserting the power of the state 
ecmmissions to control even. the in- 
_ terstate transmission of power through 

local regulation. Mr. Hoover @eclared: 

“It is difficult to conceive of a sit- 
uation which, so far as public interest 
goes, could not be controlled in this 
simple and effective manner. It needs 
no new machinery, no complicated in- 
terstate compacts between each of 48 
states and its numerous neighbors, 
each requiring sanction by congress. 
If, in the passage of time and the ac- 
cumtNation of experience, the unex- 
; pected, either economic or legal, shou:d 
happen and we find an occupied field 
requiring regulation, it will be time 
enough then to talk of federal control. 
No such condition exists teday or 1s 
apnarent in the future.” 

Hoover's most complete exposition of 
his views on prblic ownership of pub-

|ing in Watertown,. N. Y., in 1915, 
Roosevelt -aid: “There has been a 
persistent. effort to give private cor-

minum trust. If the aluminum trust 
makes its money fairly, all right, but 
when it gets money and power taking 
the natural resources of the state, it 
is time for us to object. Do not give 
up your water power for a promise of 
quick development. We are poor cit- 
izens if we allow the things worth 
most to get into the hands of a few.” 
Indorses National Project. 

Governor Smith has not limited his 
advocacy of public development of 
water power to New York state, but 
has indorsed such policies in connec- 
tion with the construction of the great 
| Boulder Dam on he Colorado river. He 
has also made a thorough study of the 


| bill providing for publie operation of 


| the great government plant at Muscle 
| Shoals which President Colidge killed 
with a pocket veto at the end of the 
last session of congress. 

In his demand for public develop- 
ment of water power resources Smith 
is apparently in accord with the lead- 
ers of his party, if the vote in con- 
gress on the conference report on Mus- 
cle Shoals can be taken as a criterion. 
In the senate 26 democrats voted for 
the Muscle Shoals bill and only 12 
against, while in the house the propory 
tion was 134 democrats to 23 against. 

Much has been made of the failure 
of the democratic platform to declare 
specifically in favor of Muscle Shoals 
and Boulder Dam. Whatever may be 
the reason for this omission, and there 
are various explanations, it can be 
stated upon the highest authority that 
Governor Smith was not responsible. 
On the contrary, he sent to the Hous- 
ton convention a plank declaring spe- 
cifically for public operation of Mus- 
cle Shoals and Senator Wagger, of 
New York, made a vigorous fight for 
its adoption. 

With such a record it is difficult to 
see how Governor Smith can avoid 
making public development of water-

The sale of publie utility stock 
to consumers was seen by Hoover as 
“a silent revolution transferring own- 
ership to the public.” Much .of the 
present agitation was declared to be 
based “upon conditions,, not as they 
are today but as they were a genera- 
tion ago. There were then’ great 
abuses that called for remedy. The 
republican policy of public regulation 
and the historic moral upheaval to, 
which Theodore Roosevelt contributed 
more than any one man, cured the 
worst of these evils and created the 
machinery of government to meet the 
rest.” 
New Line of Thought. 

Then follow the familiar criticisms 
of public operation—bureaucracy, in- 
efficiency, red tape, and the creation 
of a horde of government employees— 
together with a new line of attack on 
government ownership, which appears 
to be original with Mr. Hoover. 
“Above all,” he declares, “it would 
change the major thought and pur- 
pose of our government into the mak- 
ing of money instead of devotion to 
the preservation of basic human 
liberties—a big enough job in these 
times,’’ 

Finally we are given a picture of 
the evils which will follow upon pub- 
lic ownership of public utilities, “We 
are asked,” Mr. Hoover concludes, ‘‘to 
embrace new social ideas, increase our | 
cost of service, decrease our national 
efficiency and thus destroy our wage 
levels, undermine our democracy, de- 
stroy the fundamentals upon which 
our nation has become great. This is 
not progressive for it is not progress. 
It is destruction.” 

In much the same vein, Secretary 
Hoover addressed the New York Re- 
publican elub during the 1926 cam- 
paign when Alfred E. Smith was a 
candidate for governor on a. platform 
favoring public development and con- 
trol of power resources, Hoover said 
then in what was construed as an at- 
tack upon Smith: 

‘Some faint odors of so@ialism are 
Some groups

ual states. The ‘epublican party holds 
to the protection of public interest 
by regulation of private enterprise—- 
it does not believe in the deadening 
hand of operation by government bu- 
reaucracy. ‘The republican party has 
challenged socialism with a new 20th 
century American individualism, and 
we are ready to compare six years’ 
experience in recovery and prosperity 
with every country which has been 
infested with them.” 

Sharp Cleavage in Views. 

Ifere we have clearly the issue upon 
which Hoover and Smith may lock 
horns before the campaign is ended, 
in spite of the efforts of both parties 
to avoid the question in their plat- 
forms. Smith has said: 

‘The natural resources of the nation 
must be dedicated to the use of the 
people. In a message to the New 
York legislature on water vnower I 
said, and I have insistently main- 
tained: 

“Personally, I favor its develop- 
ment, its ownership and its control 
hy the state itself for the benefit of all 
the people. There are those who be- 
lieve in its development by the state 
and its utilization by private interests 
through lease or purchase. 

“I hold that the water powers of 
this state are the property of all the

“That stands equally trne for the 
natural resources of the naticn. No 
Teapot Dome seandal will ever be pos- 
sible if that principal is fairly fixed 
in our national poliey.

Hfoover says, on the other hand: 

“IT am convinced, not only from the 
experience of our own country, but 
from attempts made abroad, that gov- 
ernment operation is a step backward 
in every one o* these propositions. It 
is the negation of progress.” 

Thus far, since the campaign open- 
ed, Mr. Hoover has remained silent 
upon this issue. But it isdifficult to 
see how with rationwide discussion of 
Muscle Shoals, Boulder Dam and the 
federal trade investigation, he can long 
avoid it. If the eandidates should 
meet in the head-on collision which 
their previous declarations would in- 


dicate, this question may perhaps as- 
sume an importance equaling that of 
prohibition, farm relief and other, 
questions upon which political atten- ; 
tion is now centered,

Freedom of Personal Opinion. 

To say that is not to combat the 
right of every person in the republic 
to have and hold a personal opinion 
about reliigion and about the fitness 
of any individual to be entrusted 
with a public function. 

It is any man’s right, clear and 
indisputable, to dislike the religion of 
the Roman Catholies. He has also a 
perfect freedom to cast his vote 
against a Catholie candidate for pub- 
lie office. Catholies themselves do 
not deny or combat those rights. 

But those rights are not in issue 
now. The real issue is the constitu- 
tional right and justice of a faction 
organizing a nation-wide crusade 
against a party or a candidate because 
of the religious status of that candi- 
date. 

Protestant as I am by birth, bap- 
tism and training, and independent 
Methodist in doctrine and practice, I 
abhor every form of religious bigotry 
and enlist my spirit, heart and mind 
in the cause of religious tolerance 


whenever and wherever it is chal- 
lenged. 

It is my profound hope that the 
great Protestant masses of the south- 
ern states will again, as in 1854 and 
1856, rebuke and repudiate for a last 
time this monstrous spirit of religious 
persecution.

Great Policies Are At Stake. 

There are great policies of govern- 
ment at stake in this pending election. 
They invoive vital present interests 
of the people and our future relations 
with the world at large. 

They are far more important than 
the question of which man before us 
shall be president for the next four 
years, except as the men who are 
the candidates embody the principles 
and pledges of their parties. We run 
this republic by party dominances. 
We look to the governing party in 
any period to interpret and serve the 
popular will as expressed by their ma- 
jority verdict. 

The greatest -issue in the present 
contest is whether the federal govern-

Beyond this was the 
scene of the killing. We confronted 
Alloique with this information, and he 
then said that the killing was done 
by the Suyas Indians, and that he 
had not gone beyond the Kuluene 
river. Alloique then continued to tell 
me how the Anafuqua Indians were 
good men. 

On reaching the Kuluene river he 
developed quite a bit of knowledge of 
the place and took me some distance 
to the east, pointing out where Col- 
onel Fawcett had gone and the aban- 
doned house where he had - slept. 
Eventually he said he could not g0 
further because of enemy tribes. | 

We went back to the Kuluene river 
and descended it in an Indian canoe 
with the same men joining up_with 
my party once more where the Kusi- 
sevu and Kuluene united. On _ the 
way down I tried to get Alloique to 
open up; but he demanded presents 
and I had few with me; besides other 
Indians were coming with us to get 
presents also. I told Alloique that I 


‘would give a rifle to the man who 


would show me the place where the 
white men had been killed. At once 
he said that he would show me their 
bones, some of which still remained. I 
made a bargain with him to go up the 
river again in a few days. 
Party Surrounded. 

On reaching my party again I found 

that they were surrounded by hun- 


! . > ~9 
dreds of Indians all demanding axes 


and knives. The Indians threatened 
to help themselves and the situation 
became critical. To divide up our 
small party was unwise, yet we could 
not all go up the river, as some were 
ill. I was determined to go and had 
all arranged: but, when the morning 
came, two of my camaradas refused 
to accompany me. They told me how 
a young Indian who was with us 
and who spoke Portuguese had over- 
heard Alloique tell his companions 
that we would not get very far; that 
he would kill me the way he had 
killed Colonel Fawcett and then take 
everything. I told Alloique that I had 
decided to take all my men and that 
we would leave next day; but he went 
off in the night, thinking that it was 
a plot to kill him. 

Each day more Indians arrived in 
camp asking presents and they would 
not take no for an answer. They 
threatened violence if we did not give 
presents and each hour we saw more 
arrivals of canoes full of armed war- 
riors. It looked as if there was no 
escape and we were to be butchered 
by the crowd, who were becoming more 
aggressive and openly stealing things. 

That evening I called a meeting of 
the chiefs and told them that I would 
give each man axes, etc. By ten all 
the Indians had gone to the forest to 
sleep. Their fires were out and we 
were left alone in the middle of our 
sand bar. We all worked like ants 
until midnight, until all our belong- 
ings were loaded in our canoes. Then 
by the light of a friendly moon we 
slipped noisel down the 


stream. We kept going steadily for 
two days. When day broke, the white 
men had gone and not a piece of paper 
remained. I feel sorry for the next 
expedition that goes to this area.

f AMENDMENTS SHARE 
ATTENTION OF VOTER 


Two Proposed Changes Are 
of State-Wide In- 


terest. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
_ Georgia voters who go to the polls 
in the general election on November 
( will find, besides the names of Al- 
fred BE. Smith and Herbert Hoover, 
the presence of eight proposed state 
constitutional amendments to other- 
wise engage their attention. 

_Two of the amendments are of state- 
wide interest, while the remaining six 
are mostly in the nature of proposed 
enabling statutes which would allow 
increases in bonded indebtedness in 
several cities of Georgia. Copies of 
the proposed amendments have been 
forwarded to many Georgia dailies by 
Josephus Camp, state printer. 

Proposed amendment No. 332 would 
authorize the general assembly to pre- 
scribe the duties, authority and sala- 
ries of the secretary of state, comp- 
troller-general and treasurer. 

Another of wide interest proposes 
that Georgia cities of over 25,000 pop- 
ulation be granted authority to pass 
zoning planning laws. ‘The proclama- 
tion of Governor Hardman calling at- 
tention to the proposed amendment 
specifically mentions the cities of At- 
Janta, Savannah, Macon, Augusta, Co- 
Jumbus, LaGrange, Brunswick. Way- 

ss, Albany, Athens. Rome, Darien, 
Decatur, Valdosta, Newnan, Thom- 
aston and East Thomaston and 
“cities having a population of 25,000 
or more, according to the census of 
1920.” 

The zoning regulations contemplated 
would regulate use to which the zones 
would be put, and regulate the plans 
for development and improvement of 
the real estate therein. 

The general assembly is given an- 
thority to authorize municipalities to 
pass zoning and planning laws. 

The proposed amendments of im- 
portance in several localities include 
No. 391, which would authorize Ful- 
ton county or Richmond county to 
make temporary loans, providing that 
such loans must be paid out of the 
taxes received by the county in the 
year in which said loans are made. 

No. 370 would allow Ware county 
fo increase its bonded indebtedness to 
— for the construction of a hos- 
pital, 

No. 321 would enable the legisla- 
ture to abolish justice courts and the 
office of justice of the peace in cer- 
tain cities, and establish in lieu there- 
of such court or courts or system of 
eourts as the general assembly may 
deem necessary. This clause would be 
added to See ange one of Section 7 

of the constitution. 

No. 107 would enable the city of 
Columbus to issue street improvement 
bonds. 

No. 363 would allow the city of La- 
Grange to increase its bonded indebt- 
edness to repair, construct or purchase 
waterworks development. 

No. 316, affecting Paragraph 1 of 
Section 13 of Article 6 regulating the 
salaries of superior court judges, 
would give the judge of the eastern 
Georgia circuit increased compensa- 
tion by previding for payment from 
the county treasury of Chatham 
eounty,

and gave the “Rebel Yell.” It was a 
democratic conclave from cellar to 
roof and the people in the crowd did 
not mind letting everybody know it. 
‘» Backing Mr. Roosevelt on the stage 
‘sat a crowd of representative demo- 
crats whose names would form prac- 
tically a roster of the officials of the 
democratic party in Georgia; of the 
‘State officialdom, of the appellate 
courts, of the Fulton county officers 
and of the city administration. It 
was the most representative demo- 
cratic gathering that has assembled 
in Atlanta in a decade or more. 


: Reviews Record of South. 


Mr. Roosevelt spoke smoothly and 
without any effort at spell binding. 
He reviewed the record and achieve- 
ments of Governor Al Smith and 
eharacterized him as the ablest execu- 
tive in America today. He told of 
what he has accomplished in New 
York and said that what he = has 
dene for that state he will be able 
to do for the nation when he is-elect- 
oil president in November. He _ pre- 
dicted a great victory, not only in 
the national campaign but in the cam- 
paign now being waged in Georgia 
and in the “solid south’ in behalf ol 
the demoératie national ticket. He 
then turned his attention to those who 
are fighting Goverhor Smith. 

“Who are fighting Al Smith?’ he 
asked. “Vil tell youn. There are some 
preachers and some members of that 
worthy organization, the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union. And 
I want to tell you people that these 
preachers and these women of the 
Ww. C. T. U. are working side by side 
with the ancient order of bootleggers. 
They are pouring their money into 
the treasury of the republican party 
nlongside the money sent there by 
the bhootlegging fraternity. And 


what's more they are fighting side 
by side with the forces led by the 
well known Ben Davis, of Atlanta, re- 
publican national committeeman from 
Georgia.” 
Scores Campaign of “Lies.” 
Mr. Roosevelt scored the campaign 
of “vilification and lies” conducted 
against Governor Smith “not because

“I am getting letters from all 
parts of the United States in which 
the writers say that they are going o 
vote for Al Smith because they are 
fed up gnd disgusted with any man 
who will savy, like Herbert Hoover, 
that prohibition is a noble’ experi- 
ment. I say that it is an ignoble fail- 
ure. I believe in a change one way 
or another. If it is a change to light 
wine and beer, a repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment at some time in the 
remote future or .f the laws are made 
more drastic I say that Alfred E, 
Smith will enforce those laws in a 
manner that will please even the of- 
ficials of the Anti-Saloon league.”

“T pray that the Almighty will 
spare these men until after the elec- 
tion in November as they are doing 
more than anybody else to make sure 
the election of Al Smith,” he said. 
“The republicans claim they are not 
responsible for the scurrilous litera- 
ture that is being circulated against 
Smith but they are really glad it is 
being sent out. Well I only wish I 


could put that literature in every 
home in the United States in the next 
three weeks because it would bring 
about the election of Al Smith by un- 
animous vote.”

The speaker said that 444 farms 
are being abandoned every day in the 
year, that there is an average of three 
and one-half bank failures a day, and 
that farmers are either drifting to the 
cities or are enduring living condi- 
tions which are a disgrace to Amer- 
ica. He discussed briefly other issues 
and closed by predicting a_ great 
Smith victory and declared’ that 
Smith “will carry a smile to the 
white house which has been an ice 
house during the republican adminis- 
tration,” 

Cries For Hardwick. 

After he had finished speaking the 
crowd arose and cheered the speaker 
for five minutes. The cries for 
“Hardwick” were heard and became 
so insistent that Chairman Alston 
called former Governor Hardwick to 
the front of the stage. He _ spoke 
briefly but evoked enthusiastic ap- 
plause, 

“T am against Hoover, first, be- 
cause I am a southern man and | can- 
not support the nominee of a party 
that was born in hatred of the south 
and of southern institutions. Second, 
i am against Hoover because 1 am a 
white man. I'll never support a man 
who is represented in Georgia by 
black Ben Davis in Atlanta and yel- 
low Mamie Williams, of Savannah,”

Former Governor Hardwick pointed 
eut that Hoover was responsible for

Here Wednesday to address the

Ile 
knew then that he had no chance for 
victory, but his speech went on, mere- 
ly a gesture of his own personal be- 
lief in the governor and the belief 
of thousands of his fellow New York 
demovrats. J.ittle did he realize then, 
however, that in the short space of 
eight years would his candidate be- 
Come so widely known and so uni-

Washington, September 26—(Unit- 
ed News.)-—-A proposal to extend its 
international radio service to 32 cities 
in interior United States was made to 
the federal radio commission today by 
the Radio Corporation of America. 

This is the second proposal of this 
nature to be made this week. 

The radio corporation's plan would 
make commercial radio service avail- 
able to all parts of the country in 
competition with land commercial 
wires, 

Competition between radio and land 
Wire companies would result in rate 
reductions and be a grat benefit to 
communities now without radio serv- 
ice, Colonel Mauton Davis, radio cor- 
poration attorney, told the commis- 
sion, 

Short wave frequencies are needed 
to establish the service, which would 
provide a system of trunk cireuits 
jeining four local cities—New York, 
San Francisco, Chicago and New Or- 
leans—from which shorter’ circuits 
would radiate, Davis said. 

Under the corporation plan New 
York would operate circuits to Cin- 
cinnati, Detroit, Cleveland, Akron, 
Pittsburgh, Norfolk, Buffalo, Port- 
land, Me., Rochester. Washington. 
Baltimore Boston, Schenectady and 
Philadelphia: San Francisco would 
operate to Denver, Seattle and Los 
Angeles; Chicago would serve Den- 
ver, Kansas City. Minneapolis, St. 
Louis and Milwaukee, while New Or- 
leans would clear messages to Savan- 
nah. Dallas. Memphis, Houston and 
Galveston. An extension circuit would 
set up between Seattle and Port- 
land,

Word came that 
Argentine offerings at Liverpool were 
smaller than they have been and it 
was shown that exports of wheat and 
flour from the United States last 
month totaled almost double what they 
were in July, with North American 
shipments abroad for the last two 
months greatly in excess of the 
amount in the corresponding time 
last year. 

Meanwhile strength exhibited by the 
Winnipeg wheat market, with buying 
of future deliveries there for houses 
with seaboard connections was more 
than a counterbalance for talk of 
hedging pressure from the northwest. 
In addition only 60 per cent of wheat 
reaching Winnipeg was reported as 
now grading No. 4 northern or bet- 
ter. whereas the rule of late has been 
as high as 8O per cent. On the other 
hand, world available supplies of 
wheat increased 21,295,000 bushels for 
the week, and are now 209,010,000 
bushels against 165,661,000 bushels 
last year. 

Reports of Frost. 

Frost reports from Illinois, Indiana, 
Jowa and Nebraska gave strength to 
the corn market and so likewise did 
talk that Europe was after new corn 
from the Inited States, bidding with- 
in 21-2e of a working basis. In some 
of the best sections of Illinois 50 per 
cent of corn was said to show light 
to heavy damage from frost, mostly 
as to quality. Oats prices failed to 
show any substantial improvement, 
nlthough St. Louis was reported buy- 
ing No. 2 white oats for immediate 
transit. a situation seldom seen at this 
time of year with a liberal crop of new 
oats in farmers’ hands.
